SENATE GRANTS THE REQUEST.

The Upper Hoase Passes a Joint Resolu-
tion Approprinting $30,000 for the
Distressed Citizens of This Coantry—
Action of the House=Bailey, of Texas,
Offers Belligerency Resolution.

Wasaisarox, D. C. (Special).—President
McKinley sent to Congrass a messagoe
recommending an appropriation of not less
than £50,000 for the relief of starving Ameri-
cans in Cuba. The Senate promptly passed
Mr. Gellinger's joint resolution appropriat-
ing £30,000 for the purpose. In the House
Mr. Bailey objected to the resolution unless
unanimous econseat were given to an
amendmep? recognizing Cuban  belliger-
ency. The resolution went over. The
President’s message is as follows:

“To the Senate and the House of Repre-
sentatives of the United States:

“Official information from our Consulsin
Cuba establishes the fact that & large num-
ber of American citizens in the island aro
in a state of destitution, suffering for want,
of food and medicines. This applies particu-
larly to the rural distriets of the central and
eastern parts.

“The agricultural classes have becn foreed
from their farmsinto the nearest towns,'
whers they are without work or money.

“The local authorities of the several
towns, however kindly disposed, are un-
able to relieve the needs of their own

eople, and are altogether powerless to
Eelp our citizens.

“’The latest report of Consul-General Lee
estimates six to eight hundred are without
means of support. I haveassured him that
provision would be made at once 4o relieve
them. To that end I recommend that Con-

ress make an appropriation of not less
than $50,000 to be immediately available for
use under the direction of the Secretary of
State.

«It is desirable that a part of the sum
which may be appropriated by Congress
should, in the diseretion of the Becretary
of State, glsc be used for the transporta-
tion of American citizens who, desiring to
return to the United States, are without
means to do so.

The Morgan Belligerency Resolution
Passed by the Senate.

HOUSE ADOPTS RELIEF BILL.

Heated Debates in Both Chambers—In the
Senate 19 Republicans, 18 Democrats
and 4 Populists Voted to Recognize
Cubans as Warring, and 12 Republicans
and 2 Democrats \gainst the Measure.

Wasamvarow, D.e C. (Special).—The
United S:ates Senate passed, after an ex-
citing debate, by a vote of 41 to 14, Mr.
Morgan's resolution declaring that a state
of war exists in Cuba, that the insurgents
be accorded belligerent rights, and that
this Govarnment maintain striet neutrality
betwzen Spain and her revolted colony.

The resolution is as follows:

“Joint resolution declaring that & con-
dition of public war exists in Cuba, ard
that strict neutrality shall be maintained;

“Resolved, That a condition of public
war exists between the Government of
Spain and the Government proclaimed, aud
{for some time maintained by foree of arns,
by the people of Cuba, and that the United
States of America shall maintain a strict
neutrality between the contending powers,
according to each all the rights of bellig-
ererts in the ports and territory of the
Tnited States.”
